Bnt more or Jess well directed efforts are 
gradually meetirg wi’b euccess, and the attend- 
ee ce this fell has been tetter then at any time 
since the new Jockey Club began the work of 
buildirg np ti e sport. The crowde have aver- 
aged right along clcse to two thousand a 
day, an average cf about thirty-five books 
have transacted business in the rirg. rnd the 
revenue from this latter Fource and from 
the gate, as well es the privileges, has 
no doubt been large enough to give the 
club a very comfortable profit over all ex- 
penses. The new electric road to the track has 
been a potent factor in increasing tbe attend- 
ance's it has enabled department clerks and 
bnsmeee men who might be detained in town in 
the early afternoc n to get ont in time to see the 
running ef tie last two or three evtnts. This 
they could not formerly do by rail, as Eteam 
cerB only run on a schedule np to 1 or 1.30 
o’clock.— Morning Telegraph.

News comes from Nashville that jockey 
Roscoe Troxler is not particularly anxious 
about being reinstated. He is attending school 
in that city and says he is prepe ring himself 
for a higher position in life than that of a 
jockey. 

With only two days of the meeting left, the 
directors of the Birmingham Jockey Club con- 
cluded to declare further racing off. The action 
was taken in view of the long siege of unsettled 
weather and the prospect of its continuance. 

It is reported that William Gerst. the wealthy 
Cincinnati brewer, will be among the new-com- 
ers on the tnrf next season. Mr. Gerst has es- 
tablished a breedingfarm near Nashville, Tenn., 
and will race horses of his own raising.
